A study by the U.S. Department of 
Education Office of Educational Research and 
Development states that, “Reading to children is 
the most important thing parents can do to build 
the knowledge and skills required for learning to 
read.” Success in learning to read translates to 
overall success in school by increasing vocabulary 
development, writing skills, and conceptual 
growth. It is especially important for school age 
youth to read and be read to during the summer 
months. According to the American Library 
Association, “summer reading clubs . . . have 
been shown to be the most important factor in 
avoiding the decline in reading skills educators 
refer to as ‘summer reading loss’.”
